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BADLY RUN DOWN.’ FATE oF A STAGE PRopicy. 


Master Betty, Who, It Appears, Over- | 
stayed His Welcome. 


It may interest readers to know that 
rather over 100 years ago—in 1807, to 
be precise—the country was worship. 
ing at the shrine of a twelve-year- | 
old prodigy, a boy actor—the juvenile 
Henry Irving of his time, says The | 
Glasgow Mail. While at the height 
of his fame and popularity thia in- 
fantile marvel visited among other 
places, Glasgow and Edinburgh, and 
in both of these towns he is said : 


have created a hitherto undreamt of 
sensation. 

The wonderful youngster’s name 
was William Henry West Betty, and 
he was Irish to the backbone. His 
histrionic capabilities were evidently 
born with him, for it is recorded that 
when at the age of eight his father 
treated him to his first visit to a 
theatre young Betty at the conclusion 
of the play solemnly informed his 
parent that he had decided to be an 
actor himself. 

How the youngster subsequently 
came to get a footing on the stage 
is not known, but in the month of} 
August, 1803, we find him making his 
first appearance, performing the lead- 
ing part in a popular drama at a Bel- 
fast theatre. He leaped at one bound 
into the very forefront of popular- 
ity, and it is said that on one ocea- 
sion when he turned ill the whole 
nation awaited with feverish anxiety 
the different bulletins which were 
regularly issued to tell of young 
Betty's condition. 

The boy's first appearance in Glas- 
gow, which happened in May, 1804, 
created unparalleled enthusiasm in 
the city during the several nights he 

tformed in the now lone defunct 

unlop street theatre. The enor. 
mous crowds that flocked to see the 
wonderful boy were unprecedented in 
the ‘beatvieal history of 8t. Mungo, 
and hundreds, it is said, were nightly 
injured in the great crush and desper- 
ate struggle for admission to the 
theatre. In Edinburgh, where the boy 
actor afterward appeared, the same 
enormous crowds rushed to see him 
To quote from one of the local paper's 
criticiama, he “set the town in a 
flame.” His subsequent appearance 
at the world famous Drury Lane com- 
pleted the prodigy’s triumph, for it 
was not lon belore the metropolis 
also succum Betty's 
magnetic acting. 

But Master Betty's stage success 
was comparatively short lived. In the 
course of a few years he-—or his par- 
ents—eompiled an immense fortune, 
and with the wealth thus speedily 
acenmulated the young actor was 
fiten the chance of a first class edu- 
cation, When out of his teens the 
glamour of the footlights again ap- 
peared to have appealed to him, and 
ie again made a bid to regain hia 
position as a popular idol. By this 
time, however, the people had quite 
forgotten their former hero, and 
young Betty had to reat content with 
only a very ordinary degree of suc. 
cosas. He had, #0 to speak, overstay- 
ed his welcome,

These figures, 
together with Mr. Felt’s statementa 
and Dr. Kellogg's assurance, that if 
man were not the dominant animal in 
the world this would be the Age of 
Insects—destructive, disense-diseem- 
inating insecta—thoroughly convince 
me, not only of the ethical, but the 
sconomic wales of bird life. We must 
further protect our birds, or ruin 
yur farmers, and when the farmers ge 
we will all go. 

Now, in reading these and other 
stirring appeals for the protection of! 
yur native birds, my heart stirs with 
thank‘ulness, I know many of ow 
birds—in field and farm, in grove and 
angled thickets, in city parks, but 
most of all, in my own aviaiy an 
i my own rooms, where, if will 
illow them, they crowd sociably and 
sometimes have to be pushed aside 
when I want to look into my glas 
ind see something beside the reflec 
tion of bird faces. Birds are dear 
ovable creatures and intelligent com 
oanions, and, best of all, the hardest 
workers on the face of the earth, If 
you do not believe this, count the 
oumber of trips yonder father o 
mother bird makes to the nest in 
the course of the morning, the beak 
tripping with insects, 

Now our native birds are gaining 
more and more friends, and I am glac 
vf it, not only humanitarian friends, 
but selfish money-making friends who 
see that the toiling bird is putting 
money in their pockets. Who suffers 
when the crops are short?—Not only 
the farmer, but the whole superstrue 
ture of society based upon the labors 
4 the man who tille the soil... There 
lore, the native birds are doing bet 
ter and: better as regards the matte: 
if protection—but the foreigners, my 
vweart ia wrung with pity for them 
Who uplifta a voice for the littl 
slaves?—very few humanitarians alas! 
very few, 

Eight years ago I could go into 
any bird store ou this continent and 
buy a vivacious, brilliant, red oard- 
inal captured in the Southern States 
Now the bird dealers cannot sell me 
one, and I say to them, “How de- 
Seghted I am that this nation is ex- 
vnding its protection of birds,” 
llowever, f can still buy Brasil card- 
inale—those br'ght and graceful cre- 
atures, equally vivacious, equall 
fond of liberty as the red cardinal, 
buy them and set them free in a 
large aviary, where they have partly 
natural conditions, but, unfortunate- 
y. 1 cannot buy all the captives in 
o bird stores 

A short time ago, I went into a bird 
store in New York State and said to 
he girl in charge, “That Brazil card- 
inal in the little cage has a sore beak, 
and looks in poor condition.

The captains buy the birds in lots, 
giving in exchange, watch chains, 
paper collars, stove-pipe hata and 
rum, Some of tne captains trade a 
pint of rum for the first ten birds, 
then, when the negro becomes stu- 
pefied, they take the reat of his birds 
and drop him overboard, perhaps a 
mile from shore.

first arrive in America they are in 
roujh feather and bad order, because 
the boxes are overcrowded and in a 
filthy condition, and the seed used 
duri the voyage the cheapest 
grade.

itarian in Europe, I should strain

Humane Association in Boston last 
November, I was haunted by thoughts 
of the scores of European goldfinches 
and linnets in the Boston stores, who 
were eagerly going up and down, 
try'ng in vain to break through the 
confining bars, We were doing what 
we could in that successful conven- 
tion for the cause of suffering creat- 
urea, but it seerned as if I could not 
wait for the turn of the birds. “Have 
patience, little brothers,” I felt like 
say'ng, “your case will come next,”’ 
but the painful certainty was impres- 
sed upon me, that our efforts would 
be put forth for a fresh installment 
of victims, Aa far as I can find out, 
the shipments are too numerous to 
keep pace with the deaths, and in 
thinking much and painfully on the

I should 
like to see the Humane Societies take 
an interest in this matter, and also 
inquire into it. Figures must be 
kept, and we ought to be able to get 
at them, f should like to find out 
how many birds are imported, where 
they come from, what ia the percent 
age of deaths, by whom they are pur-| 
chased, ete. I appeal to humane 
workers to do something for the 
foreign birde—the pitiful littl cap.

Fernow, head of the Faculty of For 
estry of the University of Toronto, 
is not quite so pessimistic, placing 
Canada’s area of merchantable —tim- 
ber at some two hundred million 


acres. 

How far this removes Canada’s tim- 
ber supply from the “inexhaustible” 
stage in which Canadians have so 

n accustomed to place it may be 
readily surmised. It must moreover, 
be remembered that the world’s de- 
mand for timber is yearly increasing 
while the sources of supply are year- 
ly becoming more restricted. In a 
very few years Canada will stand al- 
most alone as a timber-exporting 
country—alone, at any rate, on this 
continent. 

The imperative necessity, therefore, 
of husbanding this country’s timber 
wealth is at once apparent, and it s 
& necessity that cannot be met by in- 
dividual effort. To meet the case, 
there must be action by the govern- 
ments, both ‘ederal and provincial, 
in the direction of the conservation 
of the timber wealth in their posses- 
sion; fortunately, by far the greater 
yroportion of it is still in their 
hands. This must mean more ade- 
quate protection of existing forests 
from fire and the introduction of a 
ayatem of acientific forestry which 
will bring about such treatment of 
the forests as will ensue their pro- 
ducing the greatest poss'ble crop of 
timber, to say nothing of the refore- 
station of denuded areas and the 
franting vp of waste areas not now 
waring forests,

Clocks. 

It is not generally appreciated that

Those which the astronomers used

jag chandelier in the church of Pisa 
was of great value in its application 
to the measurement of time. The 
inventions of the mercurial and com 
ponsating pendulums have aided 
materially in cutting down the errors 
of the running rate and controlling 
the motions of clock mechanism, 


Spinning the Eggshell.

Place the half of 
an empt eggshell on the wet surface, 
the thet being broken evenly, so as 
to form a little cup, Now, if you 
hold the plate up and tip it alightly, 
the egg may be made to not merely 
slide, but spin along the rim, and by 
continuously altering the inelination 
angle of the plate you can cause the 
shell to spin all the way round it 
It will not spin rapidly, like @ top, 
but as it goes round the plate it also 
revolves slowly about its own axis in 
the same direction, Now, this, you 
know, is just what the earth does in 
traveling around the sun, so here 
ou have an easy and pretty lesson 
‘in astronomy at the breakfast table

Dr John Gorrie, a native of Charles 
ton, & C., was practicing medicine tn 
Apalachicola, Fla, He was a acientific 
man and fond of making experiments 
fle concetved the idea of artificially 
cooling the alr in the rooms oceupled 
by fever patients by taking advantage 
of the absorption of beat from sur 
rounding objecta by expanding volatile 
gases, [le was #0 successful as to 
make actual ice nas early as 1845, 

In 1850, in the Madison hotel, tn hie 
home town, he publicly exhibited bis 
machine and made ice with it. THe was 
granted the first patent for an ice mak- 
ing machine In the same year, The 
New York papers made fun of the In 
vention, and Dr. Gorrie could not get 
enough money to enable him to make 
experiments along large lines, He died 
in 1855, without having seen the suc 
ceas of the line of work which he had 
begun. 

Jacob Perkins, an Amertenn engineer 
living In England, had made some suc 
coassful experiments with cooling appa 
ratus several years before, Professor 
Alexander Twining, in America, and 
James MHarrison, of Australia, as well 
as several French scientists, came 
along about the same time with expert 
mental machiyes, 

But the firat Ice factory of impor 
tance In the world was established tn 
New Orleans in 1806, and it became 
te forerunner of the thousands of 
plents now being operated. The Aus 
tralians were first to think of freezing 
meat to preserve it for long keeping, 
but the notion was adopted tn the 
Colted States without a moment's de
